England. 

LONDON, February 21.— It is understood the 
Cabinet considered the land bill for the first 
time on Saturday. 

The Agence Russe says the practical English 
mind will know howtochoose between the 
chimerical danger of a Russian invasion of In- 
dia and the reality of vast and impassable 
regions separating the two Empires, and teach- 
ing them te live in peace and h:. nony. 

DECLINED. 

LONDON, February 21.—The Times’ Dublin 
correspondent says the prestige of the Land 
League has sensibly declined. The people are 
beginning to fearit less. Outrages have al- 
most entirely ceased, and the payment of rent 
is increasing. 

THE IRISH BILLS. 

LONDON, February 21.—One subject of the 
deliberation at Saturday’s Cabinet Council was 
whether the Government could not postpone 
the arms bill until after the passage of the land 

ill. 


THE BOERS. 

LoxDon, February 21.—The Times considers 
the signs unfavorable for an early peace with 
the Boers. 

WORK RESUMED. 

London, February 21.—Six thousand colliers 
in the Wigan district resumed work. Many re- 
sumed work in the Lindley district. The mili- 
tary and police protect the workers. 


France. 

LONDOX, February 21.—A dispatcn from Paris 
states the importation of pork from America is 
forbidden because of the prevailance of trich- 
inosis. and the impossibility of examining the 
cargoes at the ports of landing. In view, how- 
ever, of the considerable consumption of 
American pork by the lower classes,the French 
government will try a device less stringent, but 
sufficiently protective method. 

THE ATTITUDE TOWARDS GREECE, 

The opposition papers comment strongly on 
the encouragement France has given Greece as 
revealed by the British Blue Book, particular- 
ly onthe promise of Gen. Farre, Minister of 
War, last year, to sell Greece 30,000 muskets. -It 


is expected the Government will be ques- 
tioned in the Chamber to-day on the 
subject, The incident will doubtless be 


used by Gambetta’s enemies to show he favor- 
ed a warlike policy, Gen. Parre being one of 
his nominees in the Ministry. 

CABINET COUNCIL. 

An extraordinary Cabinet Council met this 
morning. The Republican Left in the Chamber 
of Deputies will meet to-day to consider the 
statement published in the British Blue Book

Germany. 

BERLIN, February 21.—The Crown Prince 
Frederick William is actively promoting a 
favorable issue to the crisis caused by the re- 
signing of Von Eulenberg, Minister of the In- 
terior. 

THE CABINET CRISIS. 

BERLIN, February 21.—The cause of the Cabi- 
net crisisis as follows: The Lower House of 
the Landtag had amended the Government bill 
on local administration. The amendment en- 
trusted the supervision thereof to the Local 
Council instead of to the Landrath as proposed 
by the bill when returned to the Upper House. 
Yon Eulenberg accepted the amendment. A 


few minutes afterwards Rommel, clerk in the 
Ministry of Commerce, Bismarck’s special 
department, stated Bismarck’s pres- 
ence wus prevented by illness, 
and read u paper to the effect that Bismarck 
could not consent to entrust the supervision of 
the Communes to irresponsible bodies. He 
would submit the bill tothe Emperor, but would 
insist on its revision in the Government sense 
before applying, it to other provinces. The 
House was thunderstruck by this announce- 
ment. A semi-ofticial paper stated Sunday 
evening that Von Eulenberg had already re- 
signed. 


Greece. 

ATHENS, February 21.—A royal decree has 
been issued ealling out the service. The troops 
at Movra are being gradually ordered to march 
northward. The largest college in Athens has 
been converted into a hospital. 

THE GREEK QUESTION. 


ROME, February 21.—The notes of Ambassa- 


dors of the Powers at Constantinople,to be pre- 
sented to the Borte to-day with a view of open- 
ing negotiations on the boundary question, will 
take cognizance of the Porte’s promise not to 
commit any aggression. The Ambassadors in- 
formed their Governments that Greece should 
likewise be advised against any hostile move- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, February 21.—The Committec 
on Commerce has been all day in session con- 
sidering the river and harbor bill. The Sena 
tors are pressing amendments increasing the 
aggregate appropriation of the biil which the 
committee say must be reported else the Dill 
will be defeated. The most determined oppo- 
sition to the bill is already organized in the 
denate and any increase in the opposition 
will aid in defeating the bill. The committee is 
fighting steadily against the amendments, and 
say they will repo.t the bill next Wednesday. 
Then only seven days will be left for its consid- 


eration, und any delay would kill ft. The final 
passage of the bill is doubtful. ! 
CATTLD DISEASES. 
The special Committee on Cat- 
tle Diseases will report this 


afternoon the new bill drawn last night and de- 
anes to meet the objection raised against the 
original on last Saturday. The new bill relates 
only to pleuro- pneumonia, which is dissatisfac- 
tory tothe Western and Southern Senators, 
who will offer an amendment to include Texas 
fever and all contagious diseases 
of cattle.

“Craps” and Crap Houses, and 
How They are Run. 


Another Chapter in the Midnight 
Life of St. Louis. : 


The Lower Levels of Vice in Which the 
Poor and Ignorant Squander 
Their Earnings. 


‘4 Everybody has heard of “crap” houses, 
: and everybody knows ina general kind of a 
way that the colored part of the population 
and the low whites occasionally “‘erap.”” But 
this is about the extent of polite information 
on the point. What ‘‘crapping” is and where- 
in it differs from other low forms of amuse- 


ment most people do not know. To crap, 
then, is an _ intransitive verb, meaning 


to gamble for small amounts of money with 
dice; it is a word not to be found more than a 
mile away from the river at any time. Crap 
houses are dives where crapping is carried 
on. There is a sameness about their appear- 
ance and methods which makes a description 
of one almost a description of all. Go along the 
levee in its most disreputable part, or along Al- 
mond street or Wash street where the colored 


brethren most do congregate and pick outa 
with a high sounding name and num- 
rof broken panes of glass in the doorway, 
and Po have acrap-house. There is always 
b 


an of squalid filth about the places which 
combines with the spiced gales of the neigh- 
borhood to make the crap-house attractive. 
Apparently nobody ever got rich keeping a 
crap house or they must have 
used the money in some 
more attractive > vga] of town, for poverty 
and impecuniosity were never more conspic- 
uously advertised than they are in the crap 
houses and their vicinages. Praying fora less 
ucute sense of smell you open the door of the 
half saloon, half grocery and as soon as your 
eyes become accustomed to the dimness you 
become conscious of half a dozen great hulking 
negroes squatting around on barrels 
and kegs. No darkey ever saw a barrel with- 
out experiencing an almost unconquerable 
desire to set down upon it. Back of the gro- 
cery is a little bar, and back of the bar a door 
leading into the crap room. At the bar vou 
buy a quarter’s worth of chipsjgetting tive for 
your quarter as a general thing, and thus 
arme and prepared vou pass into 
the place of the tournament where 
some half dozen stalwart Ethiopians are woo- 
ing the blind goddess, fortune. The table is 
always a wooden one in which many genera— 
tions of gamblers have begun to cut their in- 
itials, but few of them have finished. The 
room is full of smoke and a close rotten 
smell, suggestive of decaying potatoes. You 
sit down at the table and as soon 
as the pot then playing is disposed 
of you put up one of your 
chips,representing a nickle in good and lawful 
money of the republic, and the other citizens 
do the same thing. A ot of about thirty 
cents is thus formed, and then the throwing 
begins. It will beseen that there is nothing 
in the game which does not appeal to the com- 
prehension even of the feeblest intelligence. 
One dice, the ordina.y cubical one, is put ina 
box and rattled lonesomely by a big roust- 
about across the table. 
whichis gravely chalked down near the pot 
at his side, and the next man throws a three. 
So the throwing goes on, until it has passed 
all round, when two men are found to have 
thrown sixes. One prudent fellow proposes 
to divide the 3 but the other man reck- 
lessly demands all or none, whereupon they 
throw again and the prudent man bags the 
six chips. This is “crapping,’’ pure and 
simple. It has completely driven the more 
complicated game of chuck-a-luck off the 
market, and it is a game which is more uni- 
versally played than anyotherinthe city ex- 
cept poker. The houses charge a small per- 
ce upon redeeming the chips which is a 
variable quantity according to locality and the

CHRISTY AVENUE.

THOMAS. 

At 1001 Christy avenue, northwest corner of 
Tenth street, H. A. Thomas runs a saloon in 
the colored trade. Thomas came here from 
Louisville six months ago and succeeded Thos. 


Henwright, who incorporated “crap” among 
the attractions of his establishment, and it 
was quite a noted resort for colored gamblers. 
The room in the rear was crowded at all 
hours, and ‘‘crap’’ yielded more profit in a 
day than the sale of beer and bad whiskey in 
a month. 
BIGGIS AND RABETO. 


Another favorite resort for slaves to“ crap“ 
was No. 804 North Eighth street, kept by 
Biggis & Rabeto. Here all classes dropped in

Colored women do not — the fascina- 
tion of crap,“ and they gather in rooms up 
the alleys between Morgan street and Frank- 
lin avenue to indulge in the game. The sa- 
loon commission cuts no figure in female 
‘‘crap,” for the money is drawn by 
the winner’ without uny deduction, 
but the stakes are lower and occasionally the 
dice may be brought into play for nickels, 
which are at once exchanged for a mug of 
beer or a bottle of tangle-foot at the corner 


saloon. Police raids upon „rap'“ saloons 
ure carried out with the club, which 
is supposed to have the most 


salutary effect upon colored skulls. The sound 
of an oflicer’s tap on the corner leads to sus- 

ension of the game and lowering of the gas. 

f the gamblers are surprised, however, by a 
sudden coup they kick over the table, scat- 
tering the dice over the floor, get up 
and vet through windows and doors with en- 
ergy, and only one or two unlucky lookers-on 
come in for the cops’ cracks which are very 
freely distributed in the darkness. The policy 
of a police-raider is, “hit wherever you see a 
hend, and the healthy exercise of it has 
done more to suppress ‘“‘crap’’ among colored 
folks than anything else. 

1907 MORGAN STREET. 

No. 1907 Morgan is a two story frame house 
about fifty feet east of the Blind Asylum. The 
upper portion is occupied by a colored fami- 
lv and the lewer story by a saloon. In the 
rear portion ofthis saloon a well- regulated 
game of **crap’’ was run until a short time 
ugo by Brown K Hughes, two colored men 
well known to local Republican politicians. 
The only furniture in the 
room and the only apparatus 
necessary to run the game are the saloon 
chairs and a long table of a very primitive 
stamp of workmanship. A heavy game was 
run at this house until Capt. Heubler had his 
men swoop down on it and clear the place 
out. Up to a few months ago the police say 
the room was crowded to suffocation from 
morning to midnight with colored men of 
nearly all classes trying their luck 
ut alluring craps. Wnen a reporter visited the 
place last night there was no game going on, 
und us there is noextensive lay-out necessary 
to open up it could not be judged whether any 
game was likely to be gottenup. Just out- 
side the door the reporter met a young col- 
ored man, who carried his cane tight up un- 
der his arm and looked spruced to the last 
degree of spruceness. ‘‘I see there is no game 
running inside now,’’ said the reporter. 

„No. Since the ee began troubling us 
no steady game has been runat any of the 
crap houses. All the houses along the levee 
are closed up. Of course, when the coast is 
clear we run a game for a little while if the 
gentlemen are about and want 
to play. The proprietors of this here 
house are very careful though, and don’t take 
many risks, I believe.“

When the dice was produced by the pro- 
prietor the instructor began: “Now, nine 
white men out of ten can’t ever understand 
crap if you play itfor themforanhour. Now, 
say there are any number of gentlemen play- 
Ing. One takes the dice and puts down 
a quarter of a dollar as his be. 
Somebody casts“ him; that is, somebody 
bets him he won’t win. Now, if he throws 
7 or 11 he wins,and if he throws two aces, one 
and two,or two sixes he loses right thar. 
Now he throws and gets two fives. Now that’s 
his ‘point,’ and he must throw until he throws 
10 again. He can throw 4 and 6 or two fives 
or and 2 or ace and9 and make his point. 
But if he turns up a 7_ before 
he throws his 10 or makes 10 
by turning upa3anda 7, he loses, and the 
next man takes his chance.’’ During this 
explanation the man would fix the cubies in 
some peculiar manner between his thumb 
and forefinger and, by a dexterous move- 
ment of the arms, would spin the dice out in 
some peculiar way, making his figures every 
time, The reporter sallied out to find a game 
with bis new acquaintance, but in the two 
places tried they said: “No game at all Sun- 
day night, a'.“ 

814 CHRISTY AVENUE.

The reporter said it was no use, and made 
his exit. 

The place formerly ran keno andcrap. The 
upper apartment, Which is reached by a dark, 
winding stairway, was given up to the for- 
mer gume. Crap requires very few utensils, 
only a pair of dice, and can be played in more 
public places. It was run in the back part of 
the inner room down stairs, and it was the 
easiest thing imaginable to put the dice out of 
the way and hide all evidences of the play. 
Tyler’s saloon was a great resort for the col- 
ored class, and a large amount of money 


changed hands nightly. But the police 
have had their eyes opened by 
the Post-DISPATCH, and they have 


lately determined that this cheap and nasty 
sort of gaming should come to an end, ar“ it 
has, thanks to the raids made by this paper. 

“Do they still play?“ was the question put to 
a Third District sergeant in reference 
to the saloon above mentioned and 
of course they do, but it is entirely on the 
quiet. You can’t keep a ‘nig’ from gambling 
in some way. The other night I came upon 
three of them playing ‘crap’ under a lamp 
post on the corner of Eighth and Washington 
avenue. They play at Tyler’s 
but they are very circumspect 
and are ready to quit every time the door 
opens.“ The Sergeant went on to say that 
the game, whichisthe delight of the negro, 
has stopped at Starke’s saloon, at 813 Christy 
avenue, and atseveral other places where it 
formerly flourished. 

717 MORGAN. 


W. Curtis and Ed. Naur, colored men, keep 


a negro saloon at 717 Morgan street. It is 
patronized by the lower class of 
river men and other darkies 


of the same social status. A reporter of the 
POsT-DISPATCH was hunting for the place 
about 9 p. m. Saturday, when he met the 


night police Sergeant in charge of this part 
of the Third District. Being asked about 717, 
the Sergeant was positive that there was no 
gambling being done there. He was positive 
about that. The police had shut 
the place up and would not allow 
any such thing. It had not been running for 
months, though an occasional game of crap 


may be seen there. The reporter had 
found on several previous occasions 
that police sergeants did not 


know much, and that they would not always 
tell the little they knew. 

So he left the Sergeant and went to 717 
Morgan street to see for himself. There 
was no trouble about entrance. The 
room was an ordinary saloon, but it was filled 
with men all sitting around tables. At the 
one nearest the door, the men all had stacks 


of chips before them, and a 
brawny deckhand was cursing some- 
body else with might and main 


because he did not put up his “‘fante.’’ A 
moment’s standing by the table revealed the 


fact that poker was the game being 
played, that the „ante“ was 5 
cents and the limit a half dollar. 


These men were playing, and the pots in sev- 
eral instances contained 87 or 8. At 
the next table another game of 
draw was running, and further 
down the room a game of rap'“ was in 
progress, and in another place Spanish monte 
attracted the notice of about twenty-five 
men. The whole arrangement Was 
in full blast, and the shouts of the players and 
the rattle of the chips made a sound that 
struck the ear in a very musical manner. 
There Was very little drinking go- 
ing on, but the house had employes 
who saw that the establishment did not get 
left. The patrons were all colored stevedores 
and men of this class, and some of them were 
losing quite heavily. The games were all 
running when the reporter passed two hours 
later, and the attendance was larger;“ 
yet a Police Sergeant who is in charge of the 
district Was either ignorant of the fact that 
gambling was going on, or he attempted to 
hide the matter by stating thatit had been 
closed. 717 Morgan street is one of the 
worst dens in the city,“ said the officer on the 
beat this morning. “The roustabouts 
get cleaned outthere,and to get even they 
go out and knock down 3 and go 
through him.“ And the officer 
went on to describe the 
scenes he had seen there nightly 
but was much surprised when he learne 
that bis Sergeant knew nothing aboutit. He 
said that there had been no cessation in the 
games, as far as he knew, and that he had not 
reported to that effect. He went 
by there every night, but, it was the duty of 
the day policeman to see that the game was 
interfered with.

Some of the Coming Revelations of 
Internal Scandal in Police 
Management. 

— — — 


Col. Slayback Likely to Develope a Fer- 
tile Field for Investigation. 


The people of St. Louis pay a half million 
‘dollars annually for the maintenance of a 
police force. They not only have no voice in 
the management of that force, but those to 
whom the pecular police authority of the 
state is delegated do not condescend to inform 


people, save in the most vague and general 
manner, how this sum of money is disbursed. 
All that is done by the Police Board is behind 
closed doors. There was a time when those 
doors were open, when cases of dis- 
cipline and the auditing of accounts 
could be attended to in the presence of re- 
yorters. Of late years successive boards 
ave drawn the veil closer and closer, and 
now the whole management is a mvstery. 
Two things stand out bold and inconsistent. 
One is that the half million dollars is absorbed 
tothe last dollar every year. 
that vice in every form flourishes unrebuked; 
no city in the con.trv has such large criminal 
classes in proportion to the population; citi- 


zens are at the mercy of thugs, garroters, 
burglars and sneak thieves. This 
isno new state of affairs. It has existed 


night-long. With the advent of anew State 
administration and a new Police Board the 
long suffering people hoped for an improve- 
ment. 

Seemingly the work of reform did com- 
mence, but in less than two weeks the Police 
department was involved in scandalous tur- 
moil and internal dissensions which paralyzed 
it for publicservice. This unhappy state of 
affairs exists, but there seems opening a way 
by which the people will learn how the de- 

artment has been misgoverned and wherein 

ies the fault and sin of the past. 

Morgan Boland, who, as Vice-President of 
the Board, entered upan a series of changes 
and reforms, having been deposed from office 
after barely a month’s service, has brought 
suit for mandamus to compel the Police Com- 
missioners to restore him tothe vice-presi- 
dency. His counsel is Col. A. W. Slayback. 
Had the Board filled the position after sum- 
marily ejecting Mr. Boland from the office, 
the legal remedy would have been different, 
probably by quo worranto, but the office 
was left vacant. The office of Vice-President 
of the police board is a peculiar one as will 
be made apparent before the litigation ends. 
In a general way the presiding officer of any 
body has certain powers and duties as every- 
body knows, but the position to which Mr. 
Boland was elected by the men who have at- 
tempted to depose him is very different. His 
actions during the brief term that he filled 
the office have been characterized as unwar- 
ranted, arbitrary and illegal. In the light of 
the developments to come his friends 
Say that it will appear Mr. Boland was not 
only sustained by the technical law of the de- 


he has been nape pete downed because he 
grappled with evils and abuses of tong growth 
in the department.

THE ACTING PRESIDENCY. 

Legislation, regulations and custom have 
united to make the vice-presidency of the 
Police Board a peculiar position with respect 
to its powers and duties. The actof 1861 
which put the Metropolitan system in opera- 
tion declared thatthe Police Board should 
consist of the Mayor of the city and four 
Police Commissioners appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. That no extraordinary power was at- 
tached to the Mayor’s connection with the 
Board is evidenced by the following clause in 
the original act: 

“A majority of the Board of Police shall 
constitute a quorum, andthe failure of the 
Mayor or acting Mayor of the city of St. Louis 
to qualify or act hereunder, shall in no wise 
impair the right or duty of said commissioners 
to organize and proceed as herein provided.“ 
In 1863 an amendatory act was passed cre- 
ating the office’ of Vice-President of the 
Board and from that time the vice-presi- 
dency in the legislative acts and the regula- 
tions and customs of the department grew in 
importance. This act of 1863 declared that 
the Mayor should be ex-officio President, 
(the ex- offleio underscored) and contained 
the following: 

„And said Board shall appoint one of their 
members as Vice-President, who shall act 
during the absence of the President.“ 

After this, acting President“ was the usual 
designation of the Vice-President, and in ac- 
cordance with this understanding the follow- 
ing was enacted in 1873, adding to the powers 
of the office: 

Sec.5. Whenever the acting President of 
said Board shall havejknowledge, or shall re- 
ceive satisfactoryjinformation that there is any 
prohibited — table or other gaming de- 
vice kept or used in the city of St. Louis, he 
shall have power to issue and it shall be his 
duty forthwith to issue a warrant directed to 
some officer of the police force under said 
Board to seize and bring before him such 
guming table or other gaming device. 

Sec. 6. The officer charged with the ex- 
ecution of such warrant shall have 
power to break open doors for 
the purpose of executing the same, and 
for that purpose have the assistance of the 
whole police force. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of such actin 
President, before whom any such prohibite 
gaming table or gaming device shall 
brought to cause the same to be publicly de- 
stroyed by burning or otherwise. 

Sec. 8. Upon complaint being made on 
oath to the acting president of the Board that 
any personal property has been stolen or em- 
bezzled, and that the complainant suspects 
that such property is concealed in any house 
or place in the city or county of St. uis, if 
such acting President shall be satisfied that 
there is reasonable ground for such suspicion, 
he may issue a warrant to search for such 
property. 

The section authorizing the raiders to break 
open doors has been upset by a Supreme 
Court decision. The restof the act, adding to 
the importance of the acting ‘President’’ is 
still in force. 

The last published rules for the govern- 
ment of the police force of the City of St. 
Louis“ are signed by C. C. Rainwater, ‘Vice 
and acting President.“ 

The duties and powers of the vice and act- 
ing presidency are further set forth in the 
rules. 

Rule 1 recognizes the auttiority of the ‘‘act- 
ing President” to call a special meeting of the 
Board “whenever he may deem it expedient.” 
Rule 4 provides that certificates of appoint- 
ment, dismissal and discharge shall be signed 
by the “acting President. 

Rule 9 provides that * ee male as-

THE WORK’ or REFORM. : 

So much for the position of the vice or act- 
ing presidency ax the police law establishes 
and defines it. Now for Mr. Boland’s aets 
during his two week’s administration. His 
friends say he shut up fifty-nine lottery shops, 
which, in spite of pretended prosecutions. 
had flourished month after month under the 
old administration, corrupting police officials 
and capturing the hard earnings of the r 
to the amount of many thousands of dollars. 
Eight gambling houses closed during the 
vigorous war he made in these two wecks. 
He had a complete census taken of all 
suspected and known “crooks” and notified 
them that they would be prosecuted unin- 
terruptedly unless they left town, and 200 of 
them did leave. there being immediately an 
appreciable decrease in the amount of gine. 
The managements of the Mounted Police 
Stables has been a fruitful source of scandal 
under every Board. It has been investigated 
two or three times and everytime this was 
done there were developments which black- 
ened characters and showed official rottenness. 
For several years there has been no inqui 
into the management of this branc 
of the department. The fact is there is not 
that “ere of the expenditures of the 
Police Board which ought to exist. The leg- 
islative provision is as follows: 

sxc. 18. The Board shall cause a full-jour- 
nal of their proceed’ aie to be kept and shall 
also cause all their receipts and disbursements 
of moneys to be faithfully entered in books to 
be procured and kept for that purpose; and 
** and all said books, and all other 
documents inthe possession of said Doard 
shall always be open tothe inspection of the 
General Assembly of the State of Missouri, or 
any committee appinted by it for that pur- 
pose. It shail be the duty of the Board to re- 
port to the Common Council of the City of 
St. Louis at annual session 
thereof the number and expense of the po- 
lice force employed by them under this aet, 
and all such other matters as may be of pnblie 
interest in connection with the duties assign- 
ed them by this act. ‘ 

An examination of the accounts by a legis- 
lative committee has not taken place for 


years, and the return made to 
the Municipal Asssemb is of the 
most meagre and unsat ry character. 


Mr. Boland began to look through the ac- 
counts, and he found that the police stables 
were costing thousands of dollars more than 
they ought. Bills and vouchers running back 
through the months and years were in correct 
form, but when the figures were scrutinized 
there was apparent the need of explanation. 
The superintendent of the stables is not 
a member of the force; 
has no commission; he 

no oath; beis 147 a hired man. Mr. Bo- 
land explained to the Mayor that he thought 
the management had been extravagant; there 
might be economy exercised at a saving of 
many thousands of dollars a year. He thought 
it best to put the stable in the hands of an- 
other mau. The Mayor told him to go ahead, 
and so Mr. Boland discharged Superintend- 


ent Faulkner and put Superintendent 
Stanton in the place t 
was not an act that called for 
any charges. The position Mr. Faulkner held 


was not like that of a member of the force; he 
was the head hostler and nothing else; he 
didn’t buy the feed; he simply took care of 
the horses, beyond which he had no responsi- 
bilities. There was no contract between him 
and the Board; there was no appointment; 
the Police Board hired him. The Vice-Presi- 
dent thought another man would do better, 
and the Mayor told him to make the change. 
He made it. Subsequently influences were 
brought to bear on the Mayor and 
he changed front on the question, and then 
there came an open rupture between him and 
the Vice-President, of which there is more to 
be told further on. 

Mr. Boland has been severely criticised, say 
his friends, because he didn’t prefer regular 
charges against Faulkner and have him tried 
before the Board. Why he did not do so 
there are sufficient reasons, say these friends. 
In the first place, Mr. Faulkner's relations 
with the Board were not such that called for a 
trial such as must take place when a member 
of the force is discharged. Then, again, what 
was weightier with Mr. Boland was the 
fact that an examination of the accounts sat- 
istied him that an investigation would simply 
stir up a lot of scandal, involving ex-commis- 
sioners and making the department an offense 
to the public nostrils. He believed it would 
be better for public interest to change the su- 
perintendent of the stable, stop the misman- 
agement, and thus profit by the past without 
anexposure. Therefore, he took the course 
he did. Governor Crittenden said to him 
frankly, that he thought he had been too 
squeamish ' altogether, and intimated 
that it would have been a 
great deal better if Mr. Boland had 
let the people know what grounds he had for 
wanting the management of the’ stables re- 
formed. However, the reasons are pretty 
sure to be developed now that the fighting 
has been forced on the Vice-President. 
What will it develope, does the public ask? 
Enough to disgust all honest men, say Bo- 
land’s friends. What will any horseman say 
tf bis $ and 5130 a 
month for “medicine”? in a stable of 
not over fifty horses. It doesn’t take horse 
sense to know there is something needing ex- 
planation from Police Commissioners whose 
servants buy feed and sell it again witha mar- 
gin of eight cents a bushel the depart- 
ment. An analysis of the bills audited by the 
Police Board shows strange things: Here is 
a harness-maker who sends in successive bills 
for “repairs,” and those *‘repairs” cover eight 
sets of harness delivered to individuals, not 
to the police department. No wonder say Bo- 
land’s friends that the old Boards have stood 
by Faulkner when the members have had 
their horses stabled there and fed and doc- 
tored free of expense. Faulkner is sharp, 
He has deman an order for all he has done, 
but in his hour of need he dosn’tlack influence 
in high gai to put him back in place. Even 
so great à man as Mayor Overstolz has had 
his personal favors at the hands 
of Faulkner, and when the „influence“ 
is exerted he yields to its mysterious power. 
There was much more Mr. Boland discovered 
when he looked over the accounts of the de- 
partment—men carried on the pay rolls when 
they were rendering no service whatever. So 
much by way of illustrating why Mr. Boland 
deemed it expediency to change the superin- 
tendency ofſthe mounted stables. It need only 
be added that the grand jurors have been 
giving serious attention to these evidences of 
mismanagement, and that indictments may 
grow out of them,

THREE PER CENT. 

. The great question ofthe day is, Will the 
new funding bill be a success? That the Sen- 
ate amendments will be accepted by the House 
is conceded. Thatthe bill willnot be vetoed 
by the President has already been formally 
announced in Washington. It is sure to be- 
come the law of the land in a few 
days. The question then is, Will the 
almost unanimous predictions of failure by 
Wall street millionaires, national bankers and 
the newspapers under their control be 
true? Can this Government float a three per 
cent bond at par? Or are the evil prophecies 
of the leading bankers of the country to be be- 
lieved? Can the Government effect'a saving of 
over a million dollars per month, or about 
fourteen millions every year, by exchanging 
about seven hundred millions of six and five 
per cent bonds maturipg for three perſcent 
bonds and treasury notes yet to be issued? | 

A careful study of the bill at once reveals 
the reason for the bitter hostility of the 
money Rings and national banks. It must be 
admitted -that the bill is not framed to please 
the ruling powers and syndicatesof Wall 
It does not leave much option to the 
national banks. It is called a force bill so far 
as the latter are concerned. It is. But the 
very fact that it compels the national 
banks after the first of July to deposit 
these new three per cents for their 
outstanding bank-notes is one of the best 
guarantees of the success of the funding 
measure. The national bank currency is* 
about 340 millions. The amount of bonds 
deposited with the Treasury for tnis curren- 
ey is ten per cent larger. It may roughly be 
estimated at $400,000,000. But the funding 
bill only provides for $400,000,000 of bonds. 
The other $300,000,000 are to be treasury notes 
in denominations of ten, twenty, fifty, 
and not to exceed $1,000. So the 
simple clause referring to the national 
banks and the bonds they deposit for 
circulation ensures the success of the 
scheme. Ifthe law is construed to cover 
the entire deposits of all the banks there 
would be no three per cent bonds left for the 
people, as the banks would have to take the 
entire $400,000,000. But even if the provision 
is construed to refer only to bonds to be de- 
posited after the Ist of July—which we think 
more probable and reasonable—it would dis- 
pose of about $200,000,000 of the 8400, 000, 000 
bonds, as it is known that this amount is now 
deposited by the banksin five and six per 
cent bonds maturing this year and sure to be 
called in by the treasury. 

But it is feared and threatened that the 
banks will contract or surrender their eireula- 
tion and go out of the national system alto- 
gether, and organize under laws of their res- 
pective States. 

There is a simple reason why these threats 
will not be carried out. They cannot be. 
They are mere bluff and bluster. To surren- 
der its circulation a bank could not pay the 
amount in legal tender. It would, 
under the law, have to return the 
actual, identical notes issued. It would 
probably find ita pretty difficult job to hunt 
up these fugitive notés. Asto going out of 
the national system,that would be still worse. 
The taxation under the national act was 
meant to be, and practically is, absolutely 
prohibitive as to currency or circulation under 
any other than the national system. 

No, no! The banks will not, cannot bite, 
however much they bark. They will submit. 
Things will goon pretty much as befoere. Af- 
ter all, they only lose about half of one per cent 
of interest on the bonds deposited, for that is 
all the difference between the present four 
per cent.bonds at 114 and the three per cent 
at par. Banks can get more for money than 
three or even four per cent. So it is foolish 
to suppose that because their bonds on deposit 
will pay half of one per cent less than now 
they will contract their business capital. They 
will do nothing of the sort as long as they 
can get more than four per cent for lending 
| money. 

No,no. We predict that, in spite of every- 
thing they may now say, the 2,000 national 
banks will themselves take most of the $400,- 
000,000 of bonds when the public subscription, 
during thirty days, takes place throughout the 
United States. They will do it as a matter of 
self-interest, however much they may 
dislike it. 

As to the $300,000,000 of treasury notes, we 
believe they will be taken with a perfect rush 
by the masses of the people. The official re- 
ports show the savings and State banks to 
have enormous aggregates of deposits. The 
latest report is not before us, but even for 
the year ending May 1, 1878, these deposits 
or savings amounted to over $1,300,000,000. 
This was, however, only in Savings banks, 
other than national banks. This is not 
counting the enormous sums and savings 
that must be hoarded or put away in a thou- 
sand different channels. This, in spite of the 
bitter experience which thousands of deposi- 
tors had with savings banks, after the panic of 
1873. Thousand and thousands of thrifty 
people who will not buy a four per cent 
bond at 114 will be only too 
glad to put their savings in

CORRUPTED BY KAUB. 


The Cases of the Four Patrolmen Indicted 
For Bribery. 


It is stated that the Grand Jury has voted true 
bills against the four patrolmen,Todd, Grimes, 
Belt and Monahan, who were arrested on 
bench warrants a week ago. The charge is 
bribery, and it is alleged that they were cor- 
rupted while engaged in the special prosecu- 
tion of lottery cases. Kaub is set down as the 
principal witness. The manner in which he 
came to pay money to the officers was this: 
One evening Grimes sent a man in to purchase 
a ticket of Kaub while he remained outside and 
observed what took place through the window. 
Grimes saw Kaub take the tickets from his safe 
and lay them before the supposed customer 
for selection. Then Grimes rushed in and cap- 


tured the whole bunch of tickets. Kaub begged 
to have the tickets returned, and Grimes says 
he offered him fifty dollars on the spot. 
It was refused, and Grimes retained 
the! tickets for some time. At length 
Col. Claiborne, Kaub’s attorney persuaded the 
ofticer to return all but one of the tickets as 
that would be sufficient to make their case. 
Kaub got the tickets back, butit was with the 
understanding he claims that if any of the 
tickets drew a prize Grimes was to receive the 
money or part of it. Of course prize tickets in 
the hands of the agent or representative of the 
lottery company, not purchased and not paid 
for, are not cashed. One of the tickets which 
Grimes returned to Kaub struck $20. A little 
later a young man came to Grimes and handed 
him an envelope from Kaub containing $10. 
Grimes went downtosee Kaub. The lottery 
man said he had got his tickets back on the un- 
derstanding if anything was won Grimes was 
to getthe money and therefore he had sent it 
up. Grimes says he kept the money and used 
it to make cases against gamblers. At an- 
other time Kaub paid $10 more on 
this unlucky ticket, and with that 
pa) ment one or two of the other officers had 
something to do, thus bringing them into the 
scrape. 

It is stated quite positively by friends of the 
officers that the indictments are being held 
back, and that overtures have been made to 
the four men to the effect that they may save 
themselves by telling all they know about the 
tiue history of the lottery and gambling prose- 
cutions.

Boland’s Application Granted by Judge 
Thayer. 


The mandamus petition, Boland against the 


| Mayor and the Police Board, filed late on Sat- 


urday evening in the Circuit Clerk’s office, was 
assigned in the ordinary course to room No. 4, 
Judge Lindley’s division. Accordingly the ap- 


proaches to that court were besieged this 
morning by a crowd ot politicians, 
loungers and parties interested in the 
Boland fight against the wers removing him 
from the — pedestal of his brief authority. 
Col. Slayback and his client walked around the 
rotunda waiting for the opening of court, but 
théy were doomed to disappointment, for it 
was soon whispered around that ‘‘the old man 
was sick, and the rumor was confirmed a few 
minutes later by the appearance of Judge 
—— — upon the scene. ie quietly ascended 
the bench occupied by Judge 2 and the 
Sheriff opened Court. The Judge then made 
the announcement that cases set for the day 
would be continued until next Monday on ac- 
count of Judge Lindley’s illness, and the 
Court would be adjourned until next Wednes- 


day. ) 

A rush to room No. 5ensued, that being the 
division next in order of assignment for new 
cases. When Judge Thayer disposed of a few 
motions taken under advisement, Col. Slay- 
back, behind whom was Col. Broadhead and 
Commissioner Boland, addressed the Court for 
the purpose of presenting the man- 
damus petition. A throng 
around the bar, expecting 
the court would at once act uponit, and Col. 
Slayback cleared his throat for the purpose of 
reading the petition, the eS Tee of which 
have already been published. It calls for an 
alternative writ of mandamus upon the Mayor, 
the Chief and Police Board, the object being 
that of compelling the Board to 
reinstate Bolan as Vice-President. The 
petition alleges that the Board had no authori- 
ty inlaw for deposing him and it had no power 
to remove him. He further states that the ex- 
ercise of his a as Vice-President was 
justified by the facts of which he had knowledge, 
nnd that in the case of Faulkner, the superin- 
tendent of the stables,aninvestigation of the ac- 
counts had shown that he had misappropriated 
some of the funds. Judge Thayer remarked 
before Col. Slayback took up the first bage of 
his petition that he would prefer to read it him- 
self during recess, and counsel could return in- 
to court at 2 o’clock, when he would hear 


them. 
THE WRIT GRANTED. 

At 2 o’clock Judge Thayer, mounting the 
bench, simply announced that in the matter of 
Boland aguinst the woe and Police Board an 
alternative writ would issue. returnable on Fri- 
oer morning next at 10 o'clock. City Counselor 
Bell thereupon filed his return to the 
writ which wus not read, however. It asserts 
that the Police Board has the right to appoint 
or remove its Vice-President at will; that the 
Vice-President is not appointed for any term 
and he acts only inthe absence of the Mayor, 
who is the President of the 
Board; that it is purely optional 
with the Board to remove or retain its Vice- 
President, and that he cannot invoke the pow- 
er or — of the courts to reinstate him. 

The case will be fully a ed on Friday morn- 
ing, when allthe law points involved will be 
ventilated before Judge Thayer.

The Question the Coroner is Now In- 
vestigating. 


Inquest on the Body of Henry Krenning. 


About Il o’clock this a. m., Coroner Frank 
began taking testimony at the inquest on the 
body of Henry Krenning, who died Saturday 
afternoon from cuts received at the bands of 
John Schnaufer at the corner of Third and 
Spruce. Maggie Krenning, a wife of the de- 
ceased, testified that he was a tinner by trade, 


aged twenty-four, lived at 115 South 
Tenth street, and leaves no fam 
ily. Of late he had been driving a team 


fora hide house. Schnauter was present in 
charge of Officer Heffernan. He is a small man 
of dark complexion. When sworn over Kren- 
ning’s body at the Morgue he showed no signs 
of emotion and sat at the inquest quietly watch- 
ing the proceedings and listening attentively to 
the testimony. 
MARY KRENNING 

the mother of the deceased, testified: ‘‘I live 


on Twelfth and Hebert street; the deceased is 


my son. I went to the City Hospital last Thurs- 
day and deceased said: Mamma, it is not my 
fault. I was cut before Ishot. I went across 
the street and then fired four shots. He told 
me also that he was not married, but was about 
to be married in 14 days. 
CHRALES B. WOLF, 

the proprietor of the saloon in which the cut- 
ting occurred, testified as follows: 

**Capdeville came into my saloon about 6 
o’clock last Monday and treated all in the sa- 
loon five or six times, including the deceased. 
He said there would be some cutting and shoot- 
ing in my house that night. Later in the even- 
ing they all caine back to the 
saloon except Capdeville, and = shortly 
before Schnautercamein. I warned Sthnau- 
fer about the cutting and shooting and he said 
Jam boss. Inextsaw the deccased strike 
Schnaufer with brass knuckles twice on the 
head. Schnaufer said, ‘don’t hit me any 
more.’ They then had a fight and Schnaufer 
tried to take something from his pocket. Steve 
then guve deceased a pistol and said, ‘Shoot 
and I saw him shoot five 
times, aiming at Schnanfer. When the first 
shot was fired the deceased and Schnaufer 
were about ten feet apart. At the 
second shot the deceased stepped 
towards the door and firep three more shots- 
The first two shots were well aimed, bat 
Schnaufer was behind the beer kegs. Schnaufer 
came from behind the kegs and ran up tokKren- 
ning, Who was nearthe corner of the saloon. 
Idon’t know what happened in this corner. 
Krenning then went out and fired the other 
three shots. I don’t know where Schnaufer 
was at the time. Those in the saloon ran out. 
The only means of escape for Schnaufer was the 
one or other front door and in doing so he would 
have to pass the deceased and the other crowd 

The fight which has resulted in a‘homicide was 
the result of business rivalry. Capdeville and 
Schnaufer are butchers, both doing business in 
the same block. The employes of each met in 
Wolf's saloon last Monday night, and the fight 
ubove detailed occurred there. 

The coroner’s jury took a recess at 12:30 to-day 
after hearing the testimony of the bar keeper 
und one of the men who was in 
saloon at the time of the altercation. 

From the testhnony so far it appears that 
Schnasber was justified, and that Krenning had 
been urged to the rash act he committed. Be- 
fore the matter is concluded other arrests will 
probably be made. 

KRENNING’S MARRIAGE. 

A scene occurred last Saturday at the City 
Hospital, Atelegram was sent to Mrs. Henry 
Tillmore at No. 15 South Tenth street, iuforming 
her that her husband, who was cut by John 
Schnaufer at Third and Spruce last Monday, 
was dying. She hurried to the hospital and 
then met Mrs. Mary Krenning, who said she 
was the man's mother. Mrs. Tillmore 
was perplexed and asked how it could be. The 
dying man called the mother and wife to his 
side and told them that he had deceived both.
